Gazettes of Calcutta and Madras, so that no alteration be made in the prin- 
ciples upon which such Schedule has been framed. 

Il. AND it is hereby declared and provided, that if any of the persons 
whose names are in the said Scheduleshall failto make good their subscriptions 
on or before the 1st May next, the Shares to which such names are attached 
may be claimed and taken by the persons who having made applications for 
Shares which were received afler the prescribed amount of Capital had becn 
taken and subscribed for by the parties in the said Schedule, were permitted 
to have their said applications registered as received: and the Shares so 
lapsing shall be tendered to such applicants in the order of such registry 
according to the list given in to the Governor in Council at Fort Saint George, 
and shall become the property of such persons provided they shall have in the 
manner heretofore mentioned paid up their subscriptious on or before the 
20th of May next. And in the event of there remaining any unpaid Shares 
after the parties. whose names have been 0 registered have thus had the 





option of completing the payments that will be due on such Shares, then 
such remaining unpaid Shares shall be at the disposal of a General Meeting 
of the Proprictors to be convened for that purpose: And it is hereby 
enacted, that the persons who become the Proprictors of the lapsed Shares in 
the manner above provided or under an appropriation made at such General 
Meeting of l'roprietors by payment of the amount subscribed shall be con- 
sidered (o belong, and shall to all intents and purposes belong to the Corpora- 
tion Body Corporate and Politic by name of the Bank of Madras, and shall 
possess and enjoy all the rights, privileges and immunities the same as the 
persons according to the Original Schedule who shall have paid up their 
Subscriptions on or before the Ist of May next. ANDit is hereby declared 
and required that.as soon after the 20th of May next, as may be practicable, 
the Governor in Council at Mort Saint George shall publish in the Official 
Gazette of that Presidency a Schedule of the Proprietors of the Bank of 
Madras as incorporated under the provisions of thiy .\ct, and that the same 
shall be transmitied to be repubiished in the Official Gazette of Calcutta. 
Il, AND it is hereby cnacted, that the Capital Stock of the Bank of 
Madras shall be Thirty Lakhs of Rupees, whereof Three Lakhs shall be the 
property of the Governor in Council of ‘Madras, for the time being on behalf 
of the East India Company, and the persons whose names are in the Schedule 
hereunto annexed, or in any Schedule corrected in the manner provided for 
in the Ist Section of this Act, or whose names shail be in the Schedule 
published by order of the Governor in Council at Fort St. George in the 
Official Gazette of that Presidency as required in Section II. of the Act, shall 
he Proprietors of the Shares of the said Capital Stock set against their names 
Tespovaively. ok 
1V, AND it is hereby enacted, that it shall be in the power of the 
Governor General of India in Council, from time:to time, by an Order duly 
published in the Official Gazettes of Calcutta and of Madras, to authovize 
the said Capital Stock to be increased, and to make such order and direction 
for the opening of Subscriptions towards such increase of Cafpital as to him 
may seem fil, giving due notice thereof to the Proprietors of the éaid Batik 


for the time being, and allowing to them a period of not less than twelve 
months to fill up such Subscription themselves, and likewise to prescribe in 
what manner and form the Proprictors shall subscribe and pay into the said 
Bank the proportion of New Stock to which they may respectively be éntitled, 
and also to make such order and direction as to him the said Geveruor 
General in Council may seom fit for the disposal of the amount of New 
Stock that may not be subscribed for, and paid up by the Proprietors in the 
manner and form that shay be so prescribed. 

V. AND it is hercby enacted, that the Capital Stock of the Bank of 
Madras shall be divided into Shares of Onc Thousand Rupee. each, which 
shall be numbered accordingly, and Three Hundred of the said Shares num- 
bered from No. 1 to 300 shall be the property of the Governor in Council 
of Madras, for the time being, on behalf of the Kast India Company, and 
the remainder shall be the property of the Proprictors who shall have paid 
up the same, and no separate interest or Share in the Stoch of the said 
Bank of less amount than 1,000 Rupees shall be created or held by 
any Proprietors, and if at any time the Capital of the said Bank shall be 
increased, the new Stock addéd thereto shall in like manner be divided into 
Shares of 1,000 Rupees each, and no Proprietor shall be entitled to claim a 
share of such new Stock of less amount than 1,000 Rupees. 

VI. AND it is hereby enacted, that on the said Ist day of June 1843, 
cr on some early day alter that date, provided the Subscriptions have been 
paid up as above prescribed, the Governor in Council of Madras shall notity 
in the Official Gazette of that Presidency that the Bank of Madras being 








incarporated as above provided, shall from the date of such uvtification be 
opened for the transaction of all manner of business authorized by this Act, 
and the said Bank shall and may suc and be sued by its Corparate name, and 
shall and may use such common Seal as the Directors of the said Bank shall 
from time to time appoint, and shall be competent to acquire and hold, 
cither absolutely or conditionally, for a term or in perpetuity, any descrip- 
tion of property whatever, and to transfer and convey the same. 

VIL AND it is hereby enacted, that immediately on the opening of 
the said Madras Bank the business of the present Government Bank of 
Madras shall cease, and it shall proceed to wind up its affairs as soon as 
possible, and all Cash Notes of the Madras Government Bank which shall be 
then outstanding shall be payable thenceforth at the Madras Bank whic! 
shall pay them on being verified by such Officers as the Governor in Council 
of Fort St. George may appoint for the purpose, on presentment, as if they 
had been issued by the Madras Bank. 

VIL AND it is hereby enacied, that on Monday of every week, so 
long as there are any Notes of the Government Bank outstanding, the 
Madras Bank shall cause to be made up a Statement of the Notes.of the 
Government Bank paid by them in the course of the preceding week, and 
transmit the same,to the Governor in Council of Madras with the Notes, who 
shall thereupon gause the amount, with all reasonable expedition, to be repaid 
‘0 the Madzas Bank. 


IX. AND it is hereby enacted, that after the delivery by the Sub 
Treasurer at Madras, to whom all Subscriptions on account of the Capita 
of this Bank will have been paid, as above provided, of the amount o 
Capital Stock to the Directors of the Bail, the receipt which may be grant 
ed by the Sub-Treasurer to the Subscribers respectively shall be cancelled 
and a Certificate signed by three Directors of the Bank of Madras shall by 
delivered to cach Proprietor, and any person who is a Proprietor of mor 
than one Share of the Capital Stock, may at his option demand a Certificat, 
for cach of his Shares, or one Certificate for all his Shares, or several Certif. 
cates, cach of which may be for any number of his Shares. 

X. AND it is hereby enacted, that no Proprietor shall be allowed tc 
increase his share in the Capital Stock of the said Bank beyond the Amoun 
of Fifty Thousand Rupees, eacepting on occasion of any increase being 
made to the Capital Stockh of the said Bank undor the Authority of thc 
Governor General in Council, in the manner prescribed in Section IV, o 
this Act, in which case any Proprietor holding Stock to the full Amount o 
Fifty Thousand Rupees shall, notwithstanding, be entitled to subscribe tc 
the inereased Capital Stock in a rateable proportion; and excepting any 
addition to his interest in the said Capital Stock arises from Succession 
Bequest, or Marriage. 

XI. AND it is hereby enacted, that the said Share or Shares of the 
Capital Stockh of the said Bank shall be of the nature of personal Estate o! 
the Proprietors thereof respectively, and that the same shall be transferable 
by endorsement to be made on the Certificates thercol, respectively, under 
the hand of the Proprietor or Proprietors, or his or their Attorney duly 
authorized, which endorsement shall specify the name of the person or pei- 
sons to whom the said transfer shall be made, but no such endorsement shal! 
be effectual to transfer any such Share or Shares, until such endorsement 
shall have been registered at the Bank of Madras, and such registration shill 
have been noted on such endorsement under the hand of an Officer appoint. 
ed for that purpose, by the Directors of the said Bank. 

XII. AND it is hereby enacted, that the said Corporate body of the 
Bank of Madras shall consist and be composed of the Registered Proprietors 
for the time being of the said Shares of the Capital Stock of the said Bank. 
and of no other person or persons whatsoever. 

XIU. AND it is hereby enacted, that the business of the said Bank 
shall be managed by nine Directors, of whom three shall be appointed to be 
removable by the Governor in Conncil of Madras, and the remaining siv 
shall be elected by the General Meeting of the Proprietors of the said ‘Bank, 
and shall be removable by vote of the majority of a General Mecting of thc 
said Proprietors. ar 

XIV. AND it is hereby enacted, that the first Directors of the saic 
Bank shall be such three persons as may be appointed by the Govern 
in Council of Madras to be. Directors of the Bank, together with six person‘ 
of those whose names are inserted in the Schedule of Proprietors published 
in the Official Gazette of Fort St, George, in the maniiér ‘presttitbed by 


Section II. of this Act, and who being entitled to not less than six Shares 
or 6,000 Rupees of the Capital Stock of the said Bank shall be elected ata 
General Meeting of the persons whose names are inserted in the said Schedule 
to be held at such time and place as the Governor in Counéil of Madras may 
fix by public notification in the Official Gazette of that Presidency, and the 
election shall be made by the persons who according to the said Schedule of 
Proprietors may be entitled to Shares of the Capital Stock of the Bank, and 
the said persons shall vote at such election in person. or by proxy according 
to the quantity of Stock respectively held by them, and the Directors so ap- 
pointed shall appoint Officers, and take all necessary steps for opening the 
Bank when this Act shall take effect for its incorporation, and the rotation 
amongst the six Directors first appointed under the next preceding Section, 
shall be established according to the number of votes; the two Directors 
elected by the fewest votes first vacating and the next two in the year 
following, and so in succession in the third year. 

XV. AND it is hereby enacted, that two of the six Directors elected 
as provided in Section XIV. and to be elected by the Proprietors, shall in 
rotation go out of Office on the Second Monday in the Month of December 
in every year, on which day in every year a General Meeting of Proprietors 
shall be held for the clection of two Directors in their stead; but no 
Director going out by rotation as aforesaid shall be re-clected at the 
election which takes place thereupon though he shall be eligible for a future 
election. 

XVI. AND it is hereby enacted, that in case of the death, resignation 
or absence from Madras for morc than three months, or disqualification 
under Section XVII., or removal as aforesaid of any Director elected as pro- 
vided in Section XIV., or to be elected by the Proprietors after the incor- 
poration of the Bank of Madras, the Directors shall call a General Meeting 
of the Proprietors, to be held within fifteen days of the day of notice, for the 
purpose of choosing a successor, and such successor sliall come into the place 
in rotation above mentioned of the late Director. 

XVU. AND it is hereby enacted, that no person shall be capable of 
serving as a Director by election of the Proprietors who shall not be Pro- 
prietor in his own right unincumbered of six Shares or Six Thousand Rupees 
of the Capital Stock of the Bank of Madras, or who shall be a Director of any 
other Bank issuing notes payable on demand within the Town or Suburbs of 
Madras. 

” XVIIL AND it is hereby enacted, that at a General Meeting of the 
Proprietors, every election and other matter in question shall be decided by 
a majority of votes, and that no person shall be allowed to vote at any such 
Meeting in respect of any Share of the said Capital Stock acquired by 
transfer, or purchase, or otherwise than by Act of Law, unless such transfer 
shall have been completed Six Months at the least before the time of tender- 
ing such vote. 

XIX. AND it is hereby enacted, that at all such General Meetings 
the Proprietors shell vote according to the following scale :

XN. AND it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Gover. 
nor in Council of Madras to give a proxy in writing, signed by one of the 
Secretaries to Government, to any person whom the Governor of Madras may 
appoint to attend any General Meeting of the Proprietors, and that 
the holder of such proxy shall be entitled to give four votes upon 
all matters or questions that may be submitted to such Meeting, except 
upon the election or removal of such Directors as are clected by the said 
Proprietors. 

XXI ANDit is hereby enacted, that any Proprietor or Proprietors 
entitled to vote at any Gencral Mecting may give a proxy in writing, either 
General or Special, under his, her or their hand, or the hand of his, her, or 
their Attorney duly authorized to any other Proprietor, and that such proxy 
shall be produced at the time of voting, and that such proxy shall entitle the 
person to whom it is given, to vote, on such matter or matters, as shall be 
authorized by the tenor of such proxy. 


XXII. AND itis hercby enacted, that at the first Mecting of the 
Directors, after their clection, ia every *year, they shall choose a President 
from among themselves, and if the office of President shall become vacant 
they shall at their next Meeting choose a successor for the remainder of the 
Current year, and that during any vacancy, or in the absence of the 
President, the Senior Director shall be Vice President for the time being, 
and that such President, or Vice President shall have the casting vote in all 
cases of an equal division of votes at Meetings, either of Directors or 
Proprietors. 

XXIIL AND itis hereby enacted, that the presence of at least three

ofthe said Bank and to remove any Officer of the said Bank and to fix the 
Salaries of such Officers, provided that the whole expense of the Establish- 
ment of the said Bank shall not, in any one year exceed 50,000 Rupees, 
without previous authority from the General Meeting of the Proprietors. 

XXVI. AND itis hereby enacted, that no person who shall hold the 
Office of Secietary, Treasurer, Head Accountant, or Head Shroff of the 
Bank of Mad as, shall engage in any other Commercial business, either on 
his own account, oras Agent for any other person or persons, or act as a 
Broker for tue sale or purchase of Government Securities, and that every 
person appointed to any one or more of the said Offices shall give security to 
the Directors for the faithful discharge ofhis duty in the sum of 50,000 
Rupees. 

XXVIL. ANDitis hereby enacted, that the said Bank of Madras shall 
not be engaged in any kind of business, except the kinds of business here- 
after specified, that is to say— 

Ist. The discounting of Negotiable Securities. 

2d. The keeping of Cash Accounts, including the realization of Divid- 
ends and Interest on Government Sccurities to the Credit of Constituents of 
the Bank. 

8d. Buying and Selling of Bills of Exchange payable in India. 

4th. The lending of Money on short Loans. 

5th. The Buying and Sclling of Bullions. 

6th. The receiving of Deposits. 

7th. The issuing and circulating of Casl: Notes and Bank Post Bills. 

8th. The selling of Property or Securities deposited in the Bank as 
Seeurity for Loans and not redeemed, or of Property or Securities recovered 
by the Bank in satisfaction of Debts and Claims. 

XXVIII. AND it is hereby enacted, that the Directors of the said 
Bank shall discount no Negotiable Security, and make no Loan, unless the 
mount of Cash in possession of the said Bank, and immediately available, 
shall be equal to at least one-fourth of all the claims against the said Bank 
outstanding for the time being and payable on demand. 

XXIX. AND it is hereby enacted, that the Directors of the said 
Bank of Madras shall not discount any Negotiable Securities which shall have 
t longer period to run than three months, or lend any money for a longer 
seriod than three months, and that they shall make no loan or advance on 
‘ky Bank Share or Certificate of Shares, nor on Mortgage, or in any other 
nanner on the Security of any Lands, Houses or immoveable Property, nor 
on any Negotiable Security of any Individual or Partnership Firm, which 
hall not carry on it the several responsibilities of at least two persons or 
firms unconnected with each other in general Partnership, nor be in ad- 
‘ance at one and the same time, to any Individual or Partnership Firm, 
‘ither by way of discount, loan, or in any other manner (saving by loans upon 
he deposit of Goverument Securities, or Goods not perishable as herein- 
ter mentioned) beyond the Amount of Three Lakhs of Company's Rupees 


—Provided always that the advances upon Bills of Exchange accepted by the 
Government or upon other Government Obligations, shall not be considered 
as an advance within the meaning of this restriction. 

XXX. AND it is hereby enacted, that the Directors of the said Bank 
shall make no loan other than such loans as are described in the clause next 
preceding except on deposit of Public Securities in the full amount of the 
Joan, and which Public Securitics shall be so endorsed or otherwise transfer. 
red as to put them at the absolute disposal of the said Bank of Madras, or on 
deposit of Goods not of a perishable nature, and of an estimated value ex. 
ceeding the amount of the loan by at Jeast one-fourth, 

XXXII. AND it is hereby enacted, that the said Bank shall not be at 
any time in advance to the Government more than Seven Lakhs and a Half 
of Company’s Rupees, provided always that the holding of Government 
Securitics, or of Bills of Exchange drawn upon the Government or of other 
Government Acceptances or Obligations derived to the said Bank from Indi- 
viduals and not overdue, or subscribed and paid for by the Bank, shall not 
be construed as being in advance to the Government within the meaning of 
this Clause. 

XXXII. AND it is hereby enacted, that the Directors of the said 
Bank of Madras shall not suffer any person or persons or body corporate 
keeping cash with the said Bank of Madras to overdraw his, her, or their 
account. 


XXXIN. AND it is hereby enacted, that the said Bank of Madras 
may issue Promissory Notes payable either on demand, or at a date not 
exceeding thirty days aficr sight, which Notes shall and may be signed on 
behalf of the said Bank by such person as the Directors of the said Banh 
may appoint or authorize in that behalf, provided always that the tota 
amount of such Notes in circulation at any one time shall not exceed 
One Crore of Rupecs, and provided also that no such Note shall be for< 
smaller amount than Ten Rupees. 

XXXIV. AND it is hercby enacted, that it shall not be lawful fo 
the said Bank to make, issue, or negotiate any Note, Bill, or other instru: 
ment containing any promise, undertaking, or order for the payment 0 
Money elsewhere than within the limits of India. 

XXXV. AND it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for th 
Directors of the said Bank of Madras to receive in deposit Goods not of! 
perishable kind, and to contract for the safe keeping of the same. 

XXXVI AND it is hereby enacted, that the Directors of the ai 
Bank shall cause the Books of the said Bank to be balanced on the 30th da! 
of June and the 31st of December in every year, and that a Statcment 0 
the Balance on every such day signed by a majority of the said Directors 
shall be forthwith transmitted to one of the Secretaries to the Governor it 
Council of Madras, and that the Governor in Council of Madras shall at #! 
times be entitled to require of the said Directors any information touchin; 
the affairs of the said Bank, and the production of any documents of ‘the sai 
Bank, and that the said Directors shall comply with every such requisition.

XXXVI. And it is hereby enacted, that an account of the profits of

XXXVI. ANDitis hereby enacted, that on the first Monday of the

XLIL AND itis further enacted, that the said Bank shall continue as

I. If is therefore hereby enacted, that from the Ist day of Junc next 
ensuing in the year of our Lord 1843, the persons whose names are included 
in the Schedule hereunto annexed, having severally subscribed and signed 
their acceptance of the terms of incorporation specified in this Act, and with 
the Government of Madras on the part of the East India Company having 
paid into the Government ‘Treasury the amount of Capital Stock subscribed 
by them respectively and taken receipts for the same from the Sub-'Treasurer 
ito the Government of Fort Saint George shall, together with the Governor 
in Council for the time being of the Presidency of Madras, be a Corporation 
Body Corporate and Politic by name of the Bank of Madras, with perpetual 
succession to them and their successors as Proprietors for the time being of 
the said Bank as hereinafter mentioned and provided, and shall possess and 
enjoy all the rights, privileges, and immunities incident by law to a corpora- 
tion aggregate. 

Provided however that it shall be lawful to the Governor General of 
India in Council at any time before the 1st of September next, to rectify any 
errors in the Schedule of the said Proprietors by notice in the Official 


Gazettes of Calcutta and Madcas, so that no alteration be made in the prin 
ciples upon which such Schedule has been framed, # 

Il. AND) itis hereby declared and provided, that ‘if any of the person 
whose names are in the said Scheduleshall fail to make good their subscription 
on or before the Ist May neat, the Shares to which such names are attache 
may be claimed and taken by the persons who having made applications fy 
Shares wh.ch'were received after the prescribed amount of Capital had beg, 
taken and subscribed for by the parties in the said Schedule, were permittes 
to have their said applications registered as reevived : and the Shares y 
lapsing shall be tendered to such applicants in the order of such registry 
according to the list given in to the Governor in Council at For! Saint George 
and shall become the property of such persons provided they shall have in th 
manner heretofore mentioned paid up their subscriptions on or befure th: 
20th of May next. And in the event of there remaining any unpaid Share. 
after {he partics whose names have been so registered have thus had thc 
option of completing the payments that will be due on such Shares, the: 
such remaining unpaid Shares shall be at the disposal of a General Meeting 
of the Proprietors to be convened for that purpose: And it is hereby 
enacted, that the persons who become the Proprictors of the lapsed Shares in 
the manner above provided or under an appropriation made at such Generil 
Mecting of Proprietors by payment of the amount subseribed shall be con. 
sidered to belong, and shall to all intents and purposes belong to the Corpora. 
tion Body Corporate and Politic by name of the Bank of Madras, and shall 
possess and enjoy all the rights, privileges and immunities the same as thc 
persons according to the Original Schedule who shall have paid up theit 
Subscriptions on or before the 1st of May noxt. ANDit is hereby declared 
and required that as soon after the 20th of May next, as may be practicable, 
the Governor in Council at Fort Saint George shall publivh in the Official 
Gazette of that Presidency a Schedule of the Proprietors of the Bank ol 
Madras as incorporated under the provisions of this Act, and that the same 
shall be transmitted to be republished in the Official Gazette of Calcutta. 

Ill. AND it is hercby enacted, that the Capital Stock of the Bank o! 
Madras shall be Thirty Lakhs of Rupees, whereof Three Lakhs shall be the 
property of the Governor in Council of Madras, for the time being on behall 
of the Hast India Company, and the persons whose names are in the Schedule 
hereunto annexed, or in any Schedule corrected in the manner provided for 
in the Ist Section of this Act, or whose names shall be in the Schedule 
published by order of the Governor in Council at Vort St. George in the 
Otlicial Gazette of that Presidency as required in Section II. of the Act, shall 
be Proprietors of the Sharcs of the said Capital Stock set against their name 
lespectively. 

IV, AND it is hereby enacted, that it shall be in the power of the 
Governor General of India in Council, from time to time, by an Order duly 
published in the Official Gazcttes of Calcutta and of Madras, to authorize 
the said Capital Stock to be increased, and to make such order and direction 
for the opening of Subscriptions towards such increase of Capitel ‘as to him 
n.ay seem fit, giving due notice thereof to the Proprietors of the’said Bank 


for the timé being, and allowing to them a period of not less thay twelve 
months to fill up such Subscription themselves, and likewise to prescribe in 
what manner and form the Proprictors shall subscribe and pay into the said 
Bank the proportion of New Stock to which they may respectively be entitled; 
cand also to make such order and direction as to him the said Governor 
General in Council may seem fit for the disposal of the amount of New 
Siock that may not be subscribed for, and paid up by the Proprietors in the 
manner and form that may be so preseribed. 

VY. AND ic is hereby enacted, that the Capital Stock of the Bank of 
Madras shall be divided into Shares of One Thousand Rupees each, which 
shall be numbered accordingly, aud Three Hundred of the said Shares num- 
bered from No. 1 to 309 shall be the property of the Governor in Council 
of Madras, for the time being, on behalf’ of the Fast India Company, and 
the remainder shall be the property of the Proprietors who shall have paid 
up the same, and no separate interest or Share im the Stock of the said 
Bank of less amount than 1,000 Rupces shall be created or held by 
any Proprietors, and if at any time the Capital of the said Bank shall be 
increased, the new Stock added thereto shall in like manner be divided into 
Shares of 1,000 Rupces each, and no Proprietor shall be entitled to claim a 
share of such new Stock of less amount than 1,000 Rupees. 

VIL AND it is hereby enacted, that on the said Ist day of June 1843, 
or on some early day alter that date, provided the Subscriptions have been 
paid up as above prescribed, the Governor in Council of Madras shall notify 
in the Official Gazette of that Presidency that the Bank of Madras being 
incorporated as above provided, shall from the date of such notification be 
opened for the transaction of all manner of business authorize by this Act, 
and the said Bank shall and may sue and be sued by iis Corporate name, and 
shall and may use such common Seal as the Directors of the said Bank shall 
from time to time appoint, and shall be competent to acquire and hold, 
either absolutcly or conditionally, for a term or in perpetuity, any descrip- 
tion of property whatever, and to transfer and convey the same. 

VII AND it is hereby enacted, that immediately on the opening of 
the said Madras Bank the business of the present Government Bank of 
Madras shall cease, and it shall proceed to wind up its affairs as soon as 
possible, and all Cash Notcs of the Madras Government Bank which shall be 
then outstanding shall be payable thenceforth at the Madras Bank which 
shall pay them on being verified by such Officers as the Governor in Council 
of Fort St. George may appoint for the purpose, on presentment, as if they 
had been issued by the Madras Bank. 

VII AND it is hereby enacted, that on Monday of every week, so 
long as there are any Notes of the Government Bank outstanding, the 
Madras Bank shall cause to be made up a Statement of the Notes of the 
Government Bank paid by them in the course of the preceding week, and 
transmit the same to the Governor in Council of Madras with the Notes, who 
shall thereupon cause the amount, with all reasonable expedition, to be repaid 
to the Madras Bunk, © 





IX. AND it is hereby enacted, that after the delivery by the Sub. 
Treasurer at Madras, to whom all Subscriptions on account of the Capital 
of this Bank will have been paid, as above provided, of the amount of 
Capital Stock to the Directors of the Bank, the reccipt which may be grant. 
ed by the Sub-Treasurer to the Subscribers respectively shall be cancelled, 
and a Certificate signed by three Directors of the Bank of Madras shall be 
delivered to cach Proprietor, and any person who is a Proprictor of more 
than one Share of the Capital Stock, may at his option demand 2 Certificate 
for each of his Shares, or one Certificate for all his Shares, or several Cortifi- 
cates, cach of which may be for any number of his Shares. 

X. AND it is hereby enacted, that no Proprietor shall be allowed to 
increase his share in the Capital Stock of the said Bank beyond the Amount 
of Fitty Thousand Rupees, excepting on occasion of any inercase being 
made to the CapitaleStock of the said Bank under the Authority of the 
Governor General in Council, in the manner prescribed in Section IV. of 
this Act, in which ease any Proprietor holding Stock to the full Amount of 
Fifty Thousand Rupees shall, notwithstanding, be entitled to subscribe to 
the increased Capital Stock in a rateable proportion; and excepting any 
addition to his interest in the said Capital Stock arises from Succession, 
Bequest, or Marriage. 

XI. AND it is hereby enacted, that the said Share or Shares of the 
Capital Stock of the said Bank shall be of the nature of personal Mstate of 
the Proprietors thereof respectively, and that the same shall be transferable 
by endorsement to be made on the Certificates thereof, respectively, under 
the hand of the Proprietor or Proprietors, or his or their Attorney duly 
authorized, which endorsement shall specify the name of the person or per- 
sons to whom the said transfer shall be made, but no such cndorsement shall 
be effectual to transfer any such Share or Shares, until such endorsement 
shall have beon registered at the Bank of Madras, and such registration shall 
have been noted on such endorsement under the hand of an Officer appoint- 
ed for that purpose, by the Directors of the said Bank. 

XII. AND it is hereby enacted, that the said Corporate body of the 
Bank of Madras shall consist and be composed of the Registered Proprictors 
for the time being of the said Shares of the Capital Stock of the said Bank, 
and of no other person or persons whatsoever. 

XIII. AND it is hereby enacted, that the business of the said Bank 
shall be managed by nine Directors, of whom three shall be appointed to be 
removable by the Governor in Council of Madras, and the remaining six 
shall be clected by the General Meeting of the Proprietors of the said Bank, 
and shall be removable by vote of the majority of a General Meeting of the 
said Proprictors. 

XIV. AND it is hereby enacted, that the first Directors of the said 
Bank shall be such three persons as may be appointed by the Governor 
in Council of Madras to be Directors of the Bank, together with six persons 
ofethose whose names are inserted in the Schedule of Proprietors published 
in the Official Gazette of Fort St. George, in the manner prescribed by 


Section IL, of this Act, and who being entitled to not less than six Shares 
or 6,000 Rupecs of the Capital Stock of the said Bank shall be clected at a 
General Meeting of the persons whose names are inserted in the said Schedule 
to be held at such time and place as the Governor in Council of Madras may 
fix by public notification in the Official Gazette of that Presidency, and the 
election shall be made by the persons who according to the said Schedule of 
Proprictors may be entitled to Shares of the Capital Stock of the Bank, and 
the said persons shall vote at such election in person or by proxy according 
to the quantity of Stock respectively held by them, and the Directors so ap- 
pointed shall appoint Officers, and take all necessary steps for opening the 
Bank when this Act shall take effect for its incorporation, and the rotation 
amongst the six. Directors first appointed under the next preceding Section, 
shall be established according to the number of votes; the two Directors 
clected by the fewest votes first vacating and the next two in the year 
following, and so in succession in the third year. 

XV. AND it is hereby enacted, that two of the six Directors elected 
as provided in Section XIV. and to be elected by the Proprietors, shall in 
rotation go out of Office on the Second Monday in the Month of December 
in every year, on which day in every year a General Meeting of Proprietors 
shall be held for the clection of two Directors in their stead; but no 
Director going out by rotation as aforesaid shall be re-clected at the 
clection which takes placc thereupon though he shall be eligible for a future 
election. 

XVI. AND it is hereby enacted, that in case of the death, resignation 
or absence from Madras for more than three months, or disqualification 
under Section XVIJ., or removal as aforesaid of any Director elected as pro- 
vided in Section XIV., or to be elected by the Proprictors after the incor- 
poration of the Bank of Madras, the Directors shall call a General Meeting 
of the Proprietors, to be held within fifteen days of the day of notice, for the 
purpose of choosing a successor, and such suecessor shall come into the place 
in rotation above mentioncd of the late Director. 

XVI AND it is hereby enacted, that no person shall be capable of 
serving as a Dircelor by election of the Proprietors who shall not be Pro- 
prictor in his own right unincumbcred of six Sharcs or Six Thousand Rupees 
of the Capital Stock of the Bank of Madras, or who shall be a Director of any 
other Bank issuing notes payable on demand within the Town or Suburbs of 
Madras. 

XVIII. AND it is hereby enacted, that at a General Meeting of the 
Proprietors, every election and other matter in question shall be decided by 
a majority of votes, and that no person shall be allowed to vote at any such 
Meeting in respect of any Share of the said Capital Stock acquired by 
transfer, or purchase, or otherwise than by Act of Law, unless such transfer 
shall have been completed Six Months at the least before the time of tender- 
ing such vote. 

XIX. AND it is hereby enacted, that‘at all such General Mectings 
the Proprietors sitall vote according to the following scale:

the holder of such proxy shall be entitled to give four votes upon 
x] matters or questions that may be submitted to such Meeting, except 
upon the election or removal of such Directors as are elected by the said 
TPioprictors. 

XXI ANDit is hereby enacted, that any Proprietor or Proprietors 





entitled to vote at anv Gen

XXII. AND itis hereby enacted, that at the first Mecting of the 
Directors, after their election, in every year, they shall choose a President 
from among themselves, and if the office of President shall become vacaut 
they shall at their next Mecting choose a successor for the remainder of the 
Current year, and that during any* vacancy, or in the absence of the 
President, the Senior Director shall be Vice President for the time being, 
and that such President, or Vice President shall have the casting vote in all 
cases of an equal division of votes at Meetings, either of Directors or 
Proprietors. 

XXII AND it is hereby enacted, that the presence of at least three 
Directors shall be necessary to form a Board for the transaction of business, 
and the said Directors shall establish a weekly rotation among themselves, 
so that not less than three Directors may attend every Meeting of Directors, 
provided always that nothing herein contained shall be held to preclude any 
Director from attending any Mceting of Directors. 

XXIV. AND it is hereby enacted, that all Accounts of the said Bank, 
and all instruments not under Seal whereby the sad Bank can in any-man- 
ner be bound, except the Cash Notes of the suid Bank shall be signed by 
three Directors, and shall be of no validity unless so signed, and that the Seal 
of the said Bank shall not be affixed to any instrument except in the presence 
of three Directors who shall sign their names on the instrument in token of 
their presence, and that such signing shall be independent of the signing of 
any person who may sign the instrument as a witness, and that unless so 
signed by three Directors, such instrument shall be of no validity. 

XXV. AND it is hereby enacted, that the said Directors shall have 
power to appoint such Officers as may be necessary to cchduct the business 


ofthe said Bank and to remove any Officer of the said Bank and to fix the 
Salaries of such Officers, provided that the whole expense of the Establish- 
ment of the said Bank shall not, in any one year exceed 50,000 Rupees, 
without previous authority from the General Meeting of the Proprietors. 

XXVL AND itis hereby enacted, that no person who shall hold the 
Office of Secretary, ‘I'reasurcr, Ticad Accountant, or Ucad Shroff of the 
Tank of Madras, shall engage in any other Commercial business, either on 
his own account, oras Agent for any other person or persons, or act asa 
Brokey for the sale or purchase of Government Sccurities, aud that every 
person appointed to any one or more of the said Offices shall give security to 
the Direetors for the faithful discharge ofhis duty in the sum of 50,000 

Lupees. 

XXVIL AND itis hereby enacted, that the said Bank of Madras shall 
not be engaged in any kind of business, except the kinds of business here- 
ater specified, that is to say— 

Ist. The discounting of Negotiable Securities. 

gd. The keeping of Cash Accounts, including the realization of Divid- 
ends and Interest on Government Sccurities to the Credit of Constituents of 
the Bank. 

3d. Buying and Selling of Bills of Exchange payable in India. 

4th. The lending of Moncy on short Loans. 

Sth. The Buying and Selling of Bullions, 

Gth. The receiving of Deposits. 

7th, The issuing and circulating of Cash Notes and Bank Post Bills. 

8th. The selling of Property or Securities deposited in the Bank as 
Security for Loans and not redeemed, or of Property or Securities recovered 
by the Bank in satisfaction of Debts and Claims. 

XXVIIL AND it is hereby enacted, that the Directors of the said 
Bank shall discount no Negotiable Security, and make no Loan, unless the 
amount of Cash in possession of the said Bank, and immediately available, 
shall be equal to at Icast one-fourth of all the claims against the said Bank 
outstanding for the time being and payable on demand. 

XXIX. AND it is hereby enacted, that the Directors of the said 
Bank of Madras shall not discount any Negotiable Securities which shall have: 
a longer period to run than three months, or lend any money for a longer 
period than three months, and that they shall muke no loan or advance on 
any Bank Share or Certificate of Shares, nor on Mortgage, or in any other 
manner on the Security of any Lands, Houses or immoveable Property, nor 
on any Negotiable Security of any Individual or Partnership Firm, which 
shall not carry on it the several responsibilities of at least two persons og 
Firms unconnected with each other in general Partnership, nor be in af 
vance at one and the same time, to any Individual or Partnership Firm, 
either by way of discount, loan, or in any other manner (saving by loans upon 
the deposit of Government Sccurities, or Goods not perishable as herein- 
afier mentioned) beyond the Amount of Three Lakhs of Company's Rupees 





—Provided always that the advances upon Bills of Exchange accepted by the 
Government or upon other Government Obligations, shall not be considered 
as an advance within the meaning of this restriction. 

XXX. AND it is hereby enacted, that the Directors of the said Bank 
shall make no Joan other than such loans as are described in the clause nex, 
preceding except on deposit of Public Securities in the full amount. of’ the 
loan, and which Public Securities shall be 80 endorsed or otherwise transfe. 
red as to put them at the absolute disposal of the said Bank of Madras, or oy 
deposit of Goods not of a perishable nature, and of an estimated value ox. 
ceeding the amount of the loan by at least one-fourth. 

XXXL AND it is hereby enacted, that the said Bank shall not be at 
any time in advance to the Government more than Seven Lakhs and @ Halt 
of Company's Rupees, provided always that the holding of Government | 
Securities, or of Bills of Exchange drawn upon the Government or of other 
Government Acecptances or Obligations derived to the said Bank from Indi 
viduals and not overdue, or subscribed and paid for by the Bank, shall not 
be construed as being in advance to the Government within the meaning of 
this Clause. : 

XXXII. AND it is hereby enacted, that the Directors of the said 
Bank of Madras shall not suffer any person or persons or body corporate 
keeping cash with the said Bank of Madras to overdraw his, her, or their 
account. 


XXXII AND it is hereby enacted, that the said Bank of Madras 
may issue Promissory Notes payable cither on demand, or at a date not 
exceeding thirty days after sight, which Notes shall and may be signed on 
behalf of the said Bank by such person as the Directors of the said Banh 
may appoint or authorize in that behalf, provided always that the total 
amount of such Notes in circulation at any one time shall not execed 
One Crore of Rupees, and provided also that no such Note shall be fora 
smaller amount than ‘Ten Rupees. : 

XXXIV. AND it is hereby enacted, that it shall not be lawful for 
the said Bank to make, issue. or negotiate any Note, Bill, or other instra- 
ment containing any promise, undertaking, or order for the payment of 
Money elsewhere than within the limits of India. 

XXXV. AND it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the 
Directors of the said Bank of Madras to receive in deposit Goods not of 
perishable kind, and to contract for the safe keeping of the same. 


XXXVI AND it is hereby enacted, that the Directors of the said 
Bank shall cause the Books of the said Bank to be balanced on the 30th day 
of June and the 31st of December in “every year, and that a Statement of 
the Balance on every such day signed by a majority of the said Directors, 
shall be forthwith transmitted to one of the Secretaries to the Governor in 
Council of Madras, and that the Governor in Council of Madras shall at all 
times be entitled to require of the said Directors any information touching 
the affairs of the said Bank, and the production of any documents of the said 
Bank, and that the said Directors shall comply with evéry such requisition. 


« XXXVII. ' And itis hereby enacted, that an account of the profits of 
the said Bank shall be taken half yearly on the Ist day of January and the 
Ist day of July in every year, and that a Dividend thereof shall be made so 
soon thereafter as conveniently may be, und that the amount of such Dividend 
shall be determined by the Directors of the said Bank on the ground of the 
actual profits made by the said Bank during the Six Calendar Months 
preceding the day up to which such Half Yearly Account shall be taken; 
provided that such reasonable expenses as have been incurred in procur- 
ing this Act of Incorporation, shall, upon being audited and admitted 
by the said Directors be paid out of the Funds of the Bank as soon as it is 
opened for business, and that the amount so paid shall be defrayed out of 
the future profits of the Bank at the discretion of the Directors, and provided 
that the said Directors, subject to the control and sanction of the Pro- 
prietors at the General Meetings, shall have power, when they sce fit, to set 
apart from such profits, a sum not exceeding Five per Cent. on the Capital 
Stock of the Bauk as a reserve against Contingencies, 

XXXVIIT. AN Ditis hereby enacted, that on the first Monday of the 
Month of March in every year a General Meeting of the Proprietors of the 
Capital Stock of the said Bank shall be held at which the Directors of the 
said Bank shall submit to the said Proprietors a Statement of the affairs of 
the said Bank made up to the preceding 31st of December, and such General 
Meeting shall be competent to pass resolutions, and frame rules, and direc- 
tions relative to the affairs and conduct of the said Bank which shall be 
binding on the Directors and Officers of the Bank and on the Proprietors 
thereof until rescinded or modified respectively by any subsequent Ceneral 
Meeting. 

XXXIX. AND it is hereby enacted, that any three of the said Direc- 
tors of the said Bank, or any ten Proprictors of the Capital Stock of the said 
Bank may at any time convene a General Mecting of the Proprictors, upon 
giving fifteen days previous notice of such Mecting, and of the purpose or 
purposes for which the same shall be convened, as well to the Directors of 
the said Bank for the time being as also by public Advertisement in the 
Official Gazette of Madras. And any Gencral Meeting so convened shall have 
the same powers and authorities as prescribed in the preceding Section of 
this Act for the Annual General Meeting to be held in the month of March. 

XL- AND it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Bank 
of Madras, with the sanction of the Governor in Council of Madras, and with 
the approbation of the Court of Directors of the East India Company, to 
establish Branch Banks at such places, and under such rules and restrictions 
as shall be determined by the Proprietors at their General Meetings. Pro- 
vided however that such Branch Banks when so established, besides being 
subject to the rules and restrictions that may be imposed by the Proprietors, 
and to the control and orders of the Directors of the Bank of Madras, shall 
be bound by the same rules as to the description of business in which they 
are to engage, and the manner of conducting such business, and likewise 
in respect to the issue of Notes payable on demand, and the retention of Cash 


to meet the same, and in all transactions and matters herein above refegred 
to, as are prescribed forthe Bank of Madras by this Act. 

XLIL AND it is further enacted, that if any of the Proprietors 
shall become indebted tothe said Bank, it shall be lawful for the said Bank to 
withhold payment of the Dividends on the Share or Shares of such Proprietor 
registered as his, or her own property, and not as held in trust, or as Executor 
or Adiministrater, until payment of such debt, and to apply such Dividends 
towards payment thereof, and that after demand and default of payment, and 
notice in that behalf given, cither to such Proprietor, or his or her Constituted 
Agent, or by Public Advertisement in the Official Gazette, it shall be lawful 
for the said Bank to refuse registration of the transfer of any such Share or 
Shares of such Proprietor until payment of such debt, and if the same shall 
remain unpaid for the space of Six Months after such notice, to advertise for : 
public sale and to sell such Share or Shares, or so many as may be necessary, 
and to apply the procceds thereof towards payment of such debt, with inter- 
est at the rate of Six per Cent. per Annum, paying over the surplus if any to 
such Proprietor, or his, or her lawful representative. 

XLIL AND it is farther enacted, that the said Bank shall continue as 
hereby constituted until the Ist day of June, which will be in the year of our 
Lord 1850, and shall thereafter continue in like manner until duly dissolved 
or modified, provided however that after the said 1st day of June 1850, the 
said Bank shall not, except upon the application or by the consent of the 
Proprietors of the said Bank be dissolved, or any wise modified without pre- 
vious notice of twelve months at the least being given by the Governor 
General of India in Council, or by the Government of the Presidency of Mort 
Saint George to the Directors of the said Bank for the tind being of such 
intended dissolution or modification. Provided also that in the event of the 
said Bank at any time suspending any Cash Payments the benefits granted to 
the said Bank by the present Act of Incorporation shall be thenceforth forfeited.

1842, are declared qualified for the public servic in two languages, and that Messra. Brandreth, 
Ford, Karr, ‘lucker, Schalch, Swinton and Brawly, all of whom entered thaColleze within the last 
half of the past jear, are declared qualified in one language. From these instances and the high 
testiinonial rally speaking brought from Haileybury by the Students lately arrived, His Honor 
entertains the most confident expectation that the present year will be distinguished by great attain 
ment in the lanzuages, avd by the most exemplary good conduct. ‘bey will not, he hopes, content 
themselves with arquirmg merely that moderate competency in two languages which is sai 
ficient to obtain a cevtlicate of qualification for the Public Service, but will aim at a degree of profi. 
ciency which will entitle them to honors and rewards. 

6. ‘The Deputy Governor would remind them that they are destined to be the future adminis. 
trators of this great and populous country,—that upon the qualifications which they are found to 
ywssess, and upon the character they establish will depend not only their own advancement, but the 
jnppivess of the people committed to their charge, und that it is to those whose characters stand the 
highest, and whoge qualifications are best established, to whom the Goyermment will «lways give the 
preference in the distribution of the situations to which they may respectively aspire. while they who 
neglect the opportunities of improvement, and shew themselves indifferent to the estimation in 
winch they are held, will have no right to complain of being dealt with accordingly, 


7. His Honor would further impress upon the Students, the great importa 
acquaintance with the Vernacular languages of the Country. Such acquaintance is not ouly impor 
tant, but absolutely necessary to a due discharge of the ordinary duties of the situitiony in which 
they will all bo placed. Without it they can never succeed in commanding the re.pect aud. conf- 
dence of the People, or prevent themselves from becoming the instruments of fraud and chicane, 
and a reproach to the public administration, In short, to possess a competent knowledge of the lai 
guage which the people all speak, and in which alone public proceedings are conducted, is $0 esse 
tal, that to be unable to communicate with the highest and the lowest withont the aid of an Jute 
preter in any part of the Country where a Student leaving College might desire to be placed, wou | 
be considered a disqualification. 

8. The Deputy Governor would however by no means wish to be understond to discocrars 
the study of the learned languages. On the contrary, His Honor would wish sued Students as s., 
tume and nrelination for the purposg, after acquiring the Vernaculara, to study these also, aww 
always be ready to afford every proper facility and encouragement in the prosecution uf so desir 
an object, But the language of the people ought to be the first sturly of those who are entra’ 
with the puble administration, and to whom the people have to louk up on all vccastons for pro 
tion against oppression and injustice. 

9. In conclusion, 1 am directed by Lis Honor to convey to the Collegiate Authoritics his « 
thanks for their exertions during the past year, and to the Students, the repeated vapression of bs 
confidence that their conduct m College wall be such as shall reflect ciedi: ou the dustitation, dis 
tinction on themselvos, aud honor on the Service.

The Governor General taking into considera- 
tion the inconvenience to which all officers at the 
new stations of Subathoo, Kussowlie, Usmbualla, 
Kotra and Narsingpoor, will be exposed through 
the necessity of providing themselves with resi- 
dences, and deeming it to bes matter ofmuch 
public concernment, that officers, and especially

1811, that when a mugle Judge 
of the Sudder Dewanny Adaalut, trying a case in 
Appeal, regular or special, from any Suburdinate 
Court, shall be of opinion that the decision appeal- 
ed from ought to be reversed or altered, he ehall 
always call in two other Judges of the Court to sit 
with bun, and that the Appeal shall be then heard 
Ly the three Judges eitting together, aud bo decided 
by them without any additonal voices. In such 
casen the deciee or final order shall be signed by tha 
thiee Judges, if they agece together; but, if one of 
thon dissent from the yicw taken by the majority by 
the two Judges who agree together, and the signature 
of tha third Judge shull not be considered requisite, 
but his opinion shall be recited in the decree or final 
order,
